“Both are aimed at understand- 
ing diversity and helping people in 
crisis situations,” Behanna said.

son, who supervises the program, said.

During her years at Mansfield University, as 
student athlete and previous head coach for 
the Track and Field team, Stephanie Cadwell, 
has set numerous school records, of which 
she still holds five. Also through her six years 
coaching here, she has coached several athletes 
that have placed in the top 10 at the PSAC 
Indoor and Outdoor Track and Field Cham- 
pionships, as well as several that have broken 
school records, and sending two athletes of 
hers to the National Track and Field meet. 

Looking back at her career her at Mansfield, 
Caldwell started off by first becoming a stu- 
dent athlete here. The small knit community, 
and the confidence head coach Michael Rohl 
had in her potential to achieve was the main 
reason Caldwell decided Mansfield was the 
place for her. 

“I wanted to go someplace where I wasn’t 
just another number, but rather where my pro- 
fessors actually knew me by name and cared 
whether or not I succeeded” said Cadwell. 


“There are no string programs in the local 
public schools, and this is a step in the right 
direction.” 

Jacobson has been a music teacher for eigh- 
teen years. He earned his Doctorate Degree at 
the University of Colorado, and also taught 
there as a string teacher. 

Amanda Trimpey is the director of the 
project. She has been directing for two years 
and is a Senior at Mansfield University. 

This is the project’s third year running. 
“The classes are growing each year. Last year, 
we had a combined total of approximately 
8-9 people. This year, we have a dozen in the 
beginner's class, and six students in the inter- 
mediate and advance classes,” Jacobson said. 

There are currently six Mansfield Univer- 
sity student instructors. Private lessons are op- 
tionally offered 

Students must supply their own instru- 

ments. Jacobson has been trying to obtain a 
grant from the National Association of String 
Consortia since it began in 2008 to help fund 


Student Looks Back on Former Track Coach’s Success 


An outstanding athlete, Cadwell was a 
three-year captain and set numerous school 
records at Mansfield. She earned All-PSAC 
honors in both indoor and outdoor track. In 
2005, Cadwell was named the Mansfield Uni- 
versity Female Women’s Winter Athlete of the 
Year. Her most memorable accomplishment 
was her first ever PSAC Indoor Champion- 
ship meet when her and the other member of 
the Distance Medley Relay team placed first; 
which was also the first PSAC Title in a relay 
for school history. 

After graduating from Mansfield Caldwell 
was unsure of what she wanted to do. “While 
searching for a job, Coach Rohl and Coach 
Michelle took me into their home and al- 
lowed me to stay with them until I found a 
job; something that many people wouldn't 
do” said Cadwell. 

During that time she was volunteering on 
the track coaching staff with the sprinters and 
jumpers, until an opportunity arose where 
she was able to become the head coach of the 
track team. 
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‘Butler Music Center holds string project for all students 


operating costs, concerts, and musical instru- 
ments. 

Andrew Jones, who now teaches at a small 
school in Harrisburg, PA, is an example of the 
project’s successful path that it establishes for 
Mansfield University students. 

Caroline Dolan and Kelsey Boltz are two 
more student instructors who are getting 
practical experience with teaching. 

“Tt truly is a joy to reach out to the local com- 
munity through music and know that I am 
making a difference,” Dolan said. 

“Tm learning so much hands on that a 
book just can’t teach, and it is helping me 
to gain the confidence needed to teach in a 
school setting,” Boltz said. 

The cost is fifty dollars a semester for the 
local community, and it is free to Mansfield 
Univeristy music education majors who wish 
to teach. The project opened its third year 
on September 10 and will run each Saturday 
through the end of the semester, closing with 
a concert in December. 


One of the biggest moments that Caldwell 
is proud of as a coach is when two of the ath- 
letes she coached were part of the Distance 
Medley Relay team that went to the National 
Championship Meet and finished 9th place, 
and those same two athletes were also part of 
the 4x800 Meter Relay team that still holds 
the PSAC All Time Record. 

“I have had the opportunity to work with 
some great athletes at Mansfield, and am 
proud of the personal goals that they have 
achieved over the years. I had a great deal of 
success in helping them to achieve personal 
bests within their respective events, which I 
would also consider to be a great accomplish- 
ment” said Cadwell. 

Now after leaving Mansfield, Cadwell is 
interested in stay within college admissions, 
and also has hopes of getting her Doctorate 
and possibly teaching Sports Management. 

“However, Track and Field is a passion that 
I will always have, and am sure that at some 
point I will find my way back to coaching” 
said Cadwell.

The cost per student to go to the Olym- 
pics is $3,850. This amount will cover airfare, 
housing, and breakfast and dinner every day 
while in London. 

The Mansfield band is determined to raise 
$1,600 per student to alleviate out of pocket 
costs. 

“We don’t want money to hold anyone 
back. We want to make this a possibility for 


as many students as possible.” 

Kaitlyn Calvert, Fundraising Chairperson 
for the Marching Band gives insight to the ef- 
forts involved with raising money. 

“We stood outside Wal-Mart for about 
three hours, playing trios, quartets and duets. 
We raised about $350” she said. 

The Marching band will also be selling t- 
shirt for $12 each and sponsoring a Haunted 
House on October 28th in Butler Hall. The 
cost for the Haunted House is $1 and is open 
to all students, faculty and members of the 
community. All proceeds from the Haunted 


House and T-shirt sale will go toward the 
London trip. Starting in October all interest- 
ed students will be put on a payment plan to 
pay for their portion of the cost. 

“We really want to give London a taste of 
Mansfield,” Brennan said. 

The last time the Mansfield Marching Band 
has travelled to England as a group was in 
1976.

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President Loeschke remarks about her pres- 
idency and her future at Towson University

President Maravene _Loeschke 
announced her departure from 
Mansfield University on September 
19. 

Loeschke will be moving to 
Towson University, where she has 
been selected as president, at the 
start of January. Towson is located 
in Baltimore, Md. and Loeschke’s 
alma mater, where she obtained 
both her undergraduate and masters 
education. 

“It is an opportunity unlike 
what you ever receive to be able 
to return to the institution that 


gave you so much. [Towson] 
laid the ground work for 
absolutely everything I have 


done professionally. To have the 
opportunity to go back and serve 
in this new way was intriguing to 
me,” Loeschke said. 

Loeschke leaves Mansfield at 
a time when the administration 
has many open positions filled by 
interims, or temporary employees. 

“Though it may seem strange 
that so many positions are open, 
it happens constantly across the 
country. I don’t’ think you are going 
to see much disruption because of 
it,” Loeschke said. 

“People in higher education 
are used to this transition. People 
who come in as interims know 
what to do. They don’t make huge 
decisions that are going to change 
something for the next president. 
They are working so that the next 
person coming into the job is going 
to be successful. [These] people are 
professional; they know how to do 
it,” Loeschke said. 

The administrative process will 
not be changing now that Loeschke 
has accepted another presidency. 
“We [the administrators] still have 
goals and we want to try to get as 
many of them completed as possible. 
Nothing here is going to slow down 
because I am leaving in December. 
We have stuff to do and we are going 
to do it,” Loeschke said. 

“We are all working together 
as a team as we always do. There 
are such fine people here in the 
administration that these things tend 


to be fairly seamless. The president 
is the head of the University but is 
in no way the only person making 
things happen. When you have a 
good team, you just work together 
on who takes this piece and that 
piece,” Loeschke said. 

Since Loeschke came to 
Mansfield University, she has come 
against financial hardships. Under 
her leadership, the University has 
been forced to cut programs, end 
Division II football and layoff 
faculty because of an increasing lack 
of funding. 

While she has been part of 
unpopular decisions, Loeschke told 
reporters that she has received letters 
of respect, love and sadness from the 
student body. 

“I love these students so much 
and they are very sad to see me leave. 
I have gotten very close with a lot of 
them and I respect a lot of them. It is 
interesting because the first two days 
I think I got maybe 200 e-mails from 
students and they all were, “Don't 
go. You know, nice stuff, things 
that make your life meaningful. A 
lot of students have said to me, we 
think about this opportunity, and 
what if we had the chance down 
the road to become the president 
of Mansfield University, and then 
we get it. We understand why you 
would want to do this. So they are 
incredibly supportive and loving,” 
Loeschke said. “I will never forget 
their reaction as long as I live.” 

“What I am going to remember 
the most about Mansfield, without 
question, is the students. I have been 
in higher education for a long time, 
but I don’t know if I have ever seen 
students quite like the ones we have 
here. They are so passionate and very 
hungry to get a college education. 
They are supportive to each other 
and dedicated to service. Funny,and 
crazy, and I love them. I will miss 
them terribly,” Loeschke said. 

Speaking on the state of the 
campus under her leadership, 
Loeschke said, “I would hope that 
the campus is friendlier now. When 
I first got here, I noticed that people 
didn’t speak so much. Students were 
with their headphones. We all as a 
team engaged the students by saying 
hello and how are you, and now we 
are starting to see they are doing it 


with each other. I am very pleased to 
see that.” 

During her time at Mansfield, 
Loeschke has championed the 
efforts behind altering the PASSHE 
funding model to benefit Mansfield 
and brought in people to improve 
the quality of student life on 
campus. 

“One [thing I’m most proud 
of] is the new housing. That is 
a very difficult thing to get in 
this economy and to know that 
Mansfield students now have the 
kinds of housing that they would 
get anywhere else in the system is 
very rewarding,” Loeschke said. 

“I am also very proud of 
the strategic plan that was done 
inclusively by the entire campus and 
we have used it as a road map for 
what we have been doing. That was 
a very healthy process. We worked it 
out together,” Loeschke said. 

“I am also very proud of our 
new academic programs. We have 
started a few new ones that are 
really quite cutting edge. Graphic 
Design, Masters in Organizational. 
Leadership, Outdoor Leadership,” 
Loeschke said. 

Loeschke will be moving to 
a University with approximately 


22,000 students—seven times the 
size of Mansfield. 

“The major similarity despite 
the size difference is the value of 
the liberal arts as a basis for the 
education. Both institutions believe 
in making sure that students are life 
long learners,” Loeschke said. 

“After that, it is quite different, 
it really is. I think they added 
about seven million cars since I 
was last there. We talk about all of 
the 18-wheelers around here, and 
I can tell you that is nothing. The 
campus is much larger than this 
one which larger facilities. The size 
makes everything else different. At 
the bottom of it though, you have 
students who are passionate about 
getting an education,” Loeschke said. 

“T will miss the gentle human 
spirit that is Mansfield and this 
whole area, the community spirit, 
because that is not so easy in a large 
city. There is a positive and a negative 
on both sides,” Loeschke said. 

Loeschke offers this advice to 
the next president of Mansfield: “Get 
involved with every aspect of the 
campus and the community as fast 
as you possibly can. Make sure that 
you are a very strong advocate for 
Mansfield in its place in the system.”

The scene is a dark castle tower; 
hours ago this dark tower was the 
sight of a battle between a wicked 
witch, and some very unlikely he- 
roes: a young farm girl, an absent 
minded scarecrow, a heartless tin 
man, and a cowardly lion.

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Curling prank to break ice, 


breaks four heads

In what can only be described as 
the greatest feat of strength and 
the most terrible act of prankster- 
violence to occur at Mansfield Uni- 
versity since March 29, 1982, Paul 
Gross attempted to toss a curling 
stone off an embankment on Oct. 
26. 

Instead of sliding halfway 
down the embankment, as Gross 
intended, the stone flew over 25 
yards, striking the roof of the adja- 
cent building. 

Gross meant to use the stone to 
anchor a mock-recruiting advertise- 
ment poking fun at the sport. Un- 
fortunately for Gross, the 40 pound 
curling stone hit a fault in the roof, 
falling through onto the unsuspect- 
ing classroom below. 

Jim Shoe is a student in the 
class that was disrupted. “I am ut- 
terly astounded that no one was 
hurt by Gross’s prank,” Shoe said. 

Shoe was either comatose dur- 
ing the lecture or absent from that 


class because four students were in 
fact injured from falling debris, and 
the panic and upset caused by the 
minor ceiling collapse was heard by 
students throughout the building. 

Incidentally, Gross’s fiancee was 
among the injured students. Chris- 
tina Ronaldo suffered head trauma 
and is currently being treated in 
Rochester, N.Y. for memory loss. 

Equally unexpected, the Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) was the first on scene to 
help the injured and disrupted stu- 
dents. 

Regional FEMA Director Tad 
Unison told reporters that FEMA's 
response was typical of the agency. 
“This is completely normal. We're 
not over compensating for anything 
in anyway,” Unison said. “Trust me, 
it is completely regular. Happens all 
the time.” 

FEMA helped clean up debris, 
handed out teddy bears and warm 
cider, and even helped one student 
study for a midterm. 

News of the unfortunate prank 


quickly spread across the Common- 
wealth. 

Doyle Penchant, a political ac- 
tivist in Harrisburg, publicly chas- 
tised the University and the Presi- 
dent because of the incident. 

No less than an hour after the 
stone was tossed through the roof, 
Penchant was calling the event a 
clear sign of the social and econom- 
ic downfall of the United States. 

“What happened at the school 
was terrible, and that little boy 
[Gross, who is 23 years old] is not 
at fault for his actions. It is Obama 
who is completely and absolutely 
to blame for the terrible and tragic 
failure of the Big Government Con- 
spiracy that occurred today,” Pen- 
chant said in a press conference. 

Penchant continued, “If it 
werent for Obamacare and Wein- 
ergate and Clintonwage and Gore- 
shrine we would not be in such a 
dire situation. I mean, the sky is 
actually falling. It is actually falling, 
and it is killing our children,” Pen- 
chant said. 


On his Twitter page, Penchant 
called FEMA's response to the event 
“some kinda socialist bowcrap [sic]” 
and stated that incidents like this 
are why he supports the Defense 
Against Marriage Act. 

Also in response to the curling 
stone toss, local aspiring politician 
Betty Betcheptsky is trying to orga- 
nize a grassroots group to deal with 
the “desensitization to violence and 
the conformance to social stereo- 
types in the American youth.” 

“What we need to do is get 
all the families together and have a 
bakesale to raise awareness of curl- 
ing-related violence. If our youth 
and college-aged children can’t con- 
trol themselves, how can we expect 
them to care for us, their parents, 
after Medicare fails?,” Betcheptsky 
said. 

Gross has promised to make 
reparations to the University for the 
damages he caused. “You know, I 
don’t have very much money, but 
maybe I might be able to get up 
there with some duct tape or some- 


thing. Duct tape is, you know, some 
pretty handy stuff. So, it ought to 
hold out,” Gross said. 

Curling supporters are out- 
raged over Gross’s prank. “How dare 
he,” Acuhpi Walst said. “Curling is a 
great and honorable sport; this jerk 
just wanted to hurt people like me 
who enjoy it immensely. We [Walst 
and his three friends] were actually 
trying to form a curling club, but 
now—Isobbing] now people will be 
too afraid of them hitting everyone 
on the head,” Walst said. “That just 
doesn’t happen!”

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Communication professors are excited for new courses 


Citizen journalism is a new course 
the Department of Communication 
will be offering this spring. 

“Citizen Journalism is about 
turning students into responsible 
citizens,” Professor Dan Mason said. 
“Students will learn about citizen 
journalism from the book, but also 
from the horses’ mouths.” 

Mason is lining up citizen jour- 
nalists to speak to the class. “The 
most exciting speaker I have lined 
up so far is grimwomyn from the 
Occupy Wall. Street protest. She 
is one of the chief bloggers for the 
movement.” 

Mason expects to schedule ex- 
perts in citizen journalism to help 
the class define the phenomenon 
and citizen journalists to talk about 
their experiences. 

“Citizen journalists are ordi- 
nary people who are trying to make 


a difference by writing about their 
experiences,’ Mason said. “Some 
write stories or features for newspa- 
pers. Some blog or tweet. ‘The defin- 
ing characteristics are that they are 
knowledgeable and involved.” 

Citizen journalism is the lat- 
est concept in democracy. On one 
hand, written and broadcast news 
has been fragmented by the inter- 
net and improvements in radio and 
television technology. “There are 
too many sources,” Professor Gary 
McIntyre said. “Between Yahoo and 
Google and all the other sites, peo- 
ple get their news from everywhere. 
The networks all have their content 
online, too.” 

On the other hand, improve- 
ments in technology put print, au- 
dio and video at people’s fingertips. 
“We have Flip video camera in the 
office,” senior journalism major 


Derek Witucki said. Witucki works 
in the Allen Hall’s Multi-media lab. 
“People can check them out, but 
they don’t need to. Every phone has 
a camera. Lots of phones can record 
audio. That makes them perfect for 
citizen journalists.” 

“Citizen journalism is participa- 
tory journalism. Citizens getting in- 
volved in making democracy work,” 
Mason said. 

The class will involve writing 
some response and reflection pa- 
pers, listening to guest speakers in 
person and via Skype, and creating a 
final project. “Students will identify 
a problem that’s of interest to them 
and write about it. Their projects 
will be posted online as part of the 
Flashlight’s ongoing coverage of the 


university. 


Anne Gilman Exhibit at Mansfield University Gallery 


“Observations, Errors + Corrections: 
A survey of Anne Gilman's 
Drawings, Prints, + Artist Books,” 
is on display at the Mansfield 
University Gallery. The exhibit will 
run through November 5. 

Gilman is a Brooklyn-based 
artist who does large works on paper 
and artist book/installation projects 
with text and drawing. Interested 
in the multiple ways of viewing 
any given situation she combines 
tactile elements and transparencies 
to reveal an internal dialogue that 
examines political, social and 
psychological conflicts. 

“IT use a mixture of text and 
drawing in my work to address 
personal issues as well as larger 
social concerns,” Gilman says of 
her work. “The format varies from 


works on paper and canvas, to books - 


and larger mixed media pieces. In 
general, I am attempting to take the 
turmoil of information and ideas I 
have in my head, and process them 
and come to terms with them. At 
the same time, I am drawn to the 
tactile nature of various materials 
and find it important to move 
between the ideas that underlie the 
work and the physicality of the tools 
I use.” 

Gilman’s work has been 
exhibited in the U.S., Latin America 
and Europe. She was a recipient of a 
2010 Fellowship from the Edward 
Albee Foundation and co-winner of 
the 2010 best studio prize from the 
Dumbo Arts Festival. 

Gilman was recently awarded a 
MacDowell Fellowship. She will be 
a Featured Artist at the Center for 
Book Arts in April 2012 with her 


project The Jolly Balance.

“Paranormal Activity 3” has been all the talk 
in theaters, putting it in the number one spot 
just before Halloween weekend.

Both critics and au- 
diences gave great reviews 
when it came to the film. 

According to Rotten Tomatoes, an 
online database of movie reviews, critics gave 
the film an overall 72%, and audiences gave 
ita 74%. 

“This third Paranormal is a prequel 
that occasionally goes off the rails, but also 


offers more laughs and 
somewhat more character 
development than the 
previous installments,” 
USA Today and top 
critic, Claudia Puig, said. 

Another top critic, 
Owen Gleiberman, from 
Entertainment Weekly, 
had positive things to say 
regarding the film. 

“The bottom line, for 
me, is this: I don't scare 
easily at horror films 
(that's one of the reasons 
I tend to pan them), but 
I watched Paranormal 
Activity 3 in a state of 
high anxiety.”

Overall, the film got more positive results 
than negative, and appears to be fairing well 
in the box office. 

If the film continues to stay at the rate 
it is going, it could potentially make $100 
million dollars. 

“Paranormal Activity 3” is rated R, and 
runs for approximately 1 hour and 24 minutes. 

It is a great film for the Halloween 
season, and will certainly get you in the scary 
mood.

final playoff spot from the PSAC 
West by the fourth tiebreaker of 
weighted wins within the division. 

The PSAC Seeding criteria 
list the first tiebreaker as win/loss 
record in the division followed by 
head-to-head competition between 
tied teams in the division which 
would force the tiebreaker to re- 
cords against divisional opponents 
working from highest to lowest. 

The two teams would be tied 
there also forcing it to the fourth 
tiebreaker of weighted wins against 


- divisional opponents with 4 points 


being award for a regulation time 
win and 3 points award to a Ist 
overtime win. 

Mansfield would be awarded 
just three points for last night's 
overtime win, this eliminating them 
from playoff competition. It was the 
only overtime win for either team 
this season. 

Had Mansfield won in regula- 
tion play, the two teams would still 
be tied and Mansfield would have 
the tiebreaker over Slippery Rock of 
weighted wins between tied teams if 
the Mountaineers would beat Mer- 
cyhurst on Saturday and Slippery 
Rock lost to IUP. 

Mansfield was able to play 
spoiler against Mercyhurst in the 
seaon finale by winning in double 
overtime 2-1. Schawillie scored 
both of the Mounties’s goals to 
put herself in a tie for fifth place in 
school history with 15 goals on the 
year.

‘The t cost of the software is 
free with your online subscriptions 
to the gaming console, however 
you must already have an account 
with Netflix and pay their monthly 
fee for their instant streaming. 
Hulu Plus is also within the Xbox 
360 and PlayStation with the same 
requirements as the Netflix (Hulu 
is coming soon to Wii). 

If you don't have a gaming 
console it is hard to justify drop- 
ping at least 200 dollars for just 
Netflix or Hulu Plus. There are 
other more affordable options - 
however, which offer much more

content as well. Some of the most 
popular choices are Roku, Apple 
TV and Boxee. 

_ Boxee is a wild child of sorts 
in the streaming content world. 
It is the most expensive of the 
three, coming in at $200 dollars 
and offers the least content. Why? 
Because,n it’s own way, Boxee made 
its own little niche in being able 
to steam a larger variety of formats 
from your computer that you 
already own. I don’t really recom- 
mend this device over the other 
two, unless you have a lot of movie 
or music content on your computer 
and are dying to get it on your TV. 

This leaves Apple and Roku, 

and the decision between these two 
is based on personal preference. 
If you are an ‘everything Apple’ 
kind of person you are obviously 
going to want to go with Apple TV, 
which at $100 it is far less than 
Boxee or buying a gaming console. 
Apple TV provides access to your 
iTunes library of music and movies, 
along with Apples rental service, 


sports services and Netflix. But, it 
also is a little skimpy on content 
compared to what may be the best 
option; the Roku products. Roku 
was known as the Netflix player 
when it first came out. Now it 
streams a very impressive collec- 
tion including: Netflix, Amazon 
Marketplace, Hulu, Crackle, Epix 
and much more. As you need a 
subscription with some of the ser- 
vices such as Netflix and Amazon 
Marketplace, thete are free services 
as well that offer a decent selection 
of movies and TV shows. Also like 


Apple TV, sports services can be 
streamed including MLS, MLB, 
UFC and more. The cost for all 
this? Only 60 dollars for the Roku 
HD 2, and prices go up to 100 
dollars for other Roku devices with 
added features (not content). if you 
go the Roku direction I would wait 
for their new model that starts at 
50 dollars to hit stores just to save 
that little bit more. 

Depending on which direction 
you perfer to go, movie night can 
happen for a regular bargain.

The organization’s new name 

will be called Dale Earnhardt Jr. In- 
corporated in honor of the team his 
late father started and where Earn- 
hardt started his career. 
“Tt was a difficult decision to make, 
but at the end of the day, it was an 
incredible opportunity to obtain 
the most overrated driver,” Richard 
Childress said. “Now I will have 
more time to devote to my other 
passion, wildlife conservation.” 

Childress had announced that 
Clint Bowyer would be leaving at 
the end of the season and would go 
from four cars to three cars. 

Now that Earnhardt is the 
owner, the organization will stick 
with four cars. “Hendrick has made 
it work with four cars for years and I 
don’t see why we can’t make it work 
at DEJI.” 

The driver lineup at DEJI in- 
cludes Kevin Harvick, Paul Men- 
ard, Jeff Burton and the fourth car 
will be shared between Earnhardt Jr. 
and Danica Patrick. 

Patrick had signed a contract 
with Stewart-Haas Racing, but due 
to her stint in Earnhardt’s Nation- 
Thin series car the last two years, she 
was allowed out of her obligations at 
Stewart-Haas. 

Harvick will be again in the 
Anheiser-Bush car, while Menard 
will be driving the Menard’s home 
unimprovement car. Burton will 
be back in the KittyCat Caterpil- 
lar/Wheenies cereal car. Patrick 
and Earnhardt will split time in the 
GoMommy/Mountain Mud/Un- 
National Guard car. 

Fans will be excited to learn 
that Earnhardt Jr. will be using the 
number 3 that his father made fa- 
mous from 1984-2001 while driv- 
ing for Childress. “It’s time to bring

the 3 back to glory,” Earnhardt said. 
No one has used the number 3 since 
Earnhardt Sr’s fatal accident in the 
2001 Daytona 500. 

Earnhardt had signed a con- 
tract extension with Hendrick Mo- 
torsports earlier in the season, but 
announced that he had been having 
secret meetings with the legendary 
car owner about owning the team 
ever since this year’s Coca-Cola 600. 
Earnhardt ran out of gas on the last 
lap, and Harvick won. “It was right 
then and there that I realized that I 
needed that kind of fuel mileage. I 
wanted to trade horsepower for fuel 
mileage because it seems like that’s 
the only I can win a race these days.” 
Ironically, Earnhardt’s last win came 
via fuel mileage in June 2008 at 
Michigan International Speedway 
in the LifeBlock 400. 

One of the technical alliance 
shakeups that will leave fans’ heads 
spinning faster than a blown engine 
is that in order to get out of his con- 
tract at Hendrick, Earnhardt prom- 
ised to use Hendrick engines at his 
new team.

Martian, while welcoming in Kasey 
Hurrikahne. 

Not everyone was pleased by 
the sudden announcement at what 
used to be RCR. 

“T don't see how we can be suc- 
cessful with having an owner who 
is going to be in and out of the car 
and will be trying to run a business 
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out Richard Childress Racing 


and trying to win with the number 
that his father made famous with 
the entire NASCAR nation watch- 
ing his every move,” Menard said. 

“We've struggled with four cars 
and we've run well with three cars 
and now we will be having four cars 
with a different driver in there each 
week.

Project Clothesline 
voices women 
affected by abuse

For a woman who is a victim of violence, one 
of the most difficult things may be admitting it, 
although they are not to blame. The Clothesline 
Project, which is currently on display on 3rd 
floor of Alumni, enables victims of violence, 
rape and prejudice to let all their feelings, 
whether they are bottled up or not, on T-shirts. 

_ The Clothesline Project, which originated 
in Cape Cod, Massachusetts in 1990, designates 
a different color T-shirt to a different form of 
violence. 

The color yellow represents battered and 
abused women; orange and red _ represent 
survivors of rape and sexual assault; blue and 
green represent survivors of incest and sexual 


abuse; purple represents women attacked 
because of their sexual orientation; white 
represents women who have died due to 
violence; and black represent women attacked 
for political reasons 

“Anyone can design a shirt, whether you are 
a victim of violence or it has affected someone 
you know,” Angela Piontek said. 

Piontek, who is the Vice President of Rape 
Educators and Contact (REACT), organized 
The Clothesline Project with the help of the 
head of the women’s center, Dusty Zeyn. 


“Although we tried it last year and it did — 


not go so well, we all came together again and 
thought it would be a great idea,” Piontek said. 
“Also it is a good cause! So many people asked 
about it and said it was a good idea.” 

The Clothesline Project hits close to the 


heart for Piontek, who was a victim of abuse 
herself. 

“I made a T-shirt for myself and others, as 
well,” she said. 

Piontek hopes add on to the Clothesline 
Project each year. 

“We'll hopefully we will try and get more 
and more people to be involved and let them 
know they don't have to be ashamed of what 
color they choose,” she said.

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Former Olympian aspires Mansfield Women’s Track Team to greatness

With the hiring of Coach Naudine Faustin- 
Parker this fall, the Mansfield University 
Track and Field program has added a for- 
mer Olympian to its repertoire of staff. 

Coach Parker comes into this year with 
a resume highlighted with National records, 
Olympic appearances and countless Division 
1 accolades. 

Faustin-Parker found her love of the 
sport at a very young age, realizing she was 
given a gift during friendly foot races with 
family members. 

“As a kid, I would race my male cousins 
in the streets,” Faustin-Parker said.“I seldom 
lost. I had great pride and from there the seed 
was planted, 

Faustin-Parker attributes much of her 
early success in her unorganized races to her 
general athleticism. 

“I was always athletic. I played soccer, 
basketball, softball; you name it,” she said. 

Through her early born passion for run- 
ning, she eventually attained a position on 
Division 1 University of North Carolina's 
Track and Field team. 

Faustin-Parker would go on to be a mul- 
tiple time All-American while competing at 
North Carolina and eventually a UNC ath- 
letic hall of fame inductee. 

“The highlight of my career has been 
seen in multitude, starting with my induction 
in the University of North Carolina Athletic 
Hall of Fame,’she said. 

In addition to her induction at North 
Carolina, Faustin-Parker considers her experi- 


ence on the world stage to be 
a highlight laced heavily with 
mixed emotions. 

Faustin-Parker, a three 
time Olympian competed the 
100 meter hurdles at the 2004 
Athens, Greece Olympics. 

“Going to the Olympics 
in ’04 is a bittersweet memory 
for me.” 

Faustin-Parker managed 
to qualify for the Semifinals, 
only one step away from an 
Olympic final. 

She would leave those 
Olympics with mixed emo- 
tions, having set a new per- 
sonal record, a new national record, but nar- 
rowly missing her goal of the Olympic final. 

“That race proved to me that I could do it 
when it counted, I could perform at the high- 
est level. It was a great feeling,” she said. 

After her competitive career was over, she 
knew that she would end up in some aspect of 
education. 

“I always knew I'd educate, whether that 
be on a track or in a classroom,” she said. 

Faustin-Parker knew she had found her 
calling after her first volunteering experience 
at Rend Lake Community College. 

“After that experience I knew that coach- 
ing was my God-given ability,”she said. 

Faustin-Parker feels that he experience 
competing at the highest level has given her 
an advantage when it comes to connecting 
with her athletes. 

“Tve walked in their shoes. I’ve felt the 
highest highs and the lowest lows,” Parker said. 


“I understand the hunger, 
the drive, the competitive- 
ness; both the positives and 
negatives.” 

Faustin-Parker thinks her 
experience will allow ath- 
letes to trust her. 

“The team will be com- 
fortable using me as a re- 
source.” 

Although — Faustin-Park- 
er has had limited time 
around her athletes at 
Mansfield University so 
far, she already has goals in 
place. 

: “We want them to excel 
academically and then athletically. The end 
goal is always to get a degree,” she said. 

“We also want them to live with a con- 
trolled social life, manage time well, commu- 
nicate with coaches and teammates and work 
hard every day.” 

Even after sharing her idealized athlete 
lifestyle with her athletes, Faustin-Parker real- 
izes that it is hard to maintain this with all 
athletes. 

“Knowing you can’t save some of the ath- 
letes is tough. Some athletes come with posi- 
tive energy, but are at negative points in their 
lives,” she said. 

Some are under tight ranks of their par- 
ents, and when given the opportunity, cannot 
find balance. Some athletes become involved 
in things a coach simply cannot help with.” 

Even through the stresses of coaching, 
Parker knows that coaching can be just as re- 
warding as competing. 


“A senior at a university I had previously 
coached had suffered from injuries after hav- 
ing a great freshman year,” Faustin-Parker 
said. 

“After missing her sophomore and junior 
seasons, she went on to qualify for the indoor 
national championships with a personal re- 
cord,” she said. 

Faustin-Parker thinks so highly of this 
success because her athlete was able to trust in 
her and know that she was as prepared as she 
could be. 

That is the type of coaching she wants to 
bring to Mansfield University. 

“T'm looking for us to be top contenders 
at PSAC’s (the conference meet). I want our 
athletes to be able to make runs towards na- 
tionals.” 

Faustin-Parker believes that with the 
right attitude towards training any program 
can improve quickly. As for the future, Parker 
hopes to have teams build off of the success of 
this year’s teams. 

“Any program can arise to a new level. 
It comes from the coaches and the athletes 
whole-heartedly, she said” 

“This team needs to set the foundation; 
we need to be models for future teams. I want 
us to look back at the 2012 team and say they 
went after a prize and they were able to attain 
it. 

Parker and the Mounties are scheduled to 
be in action December 3rd at Cornell Univer- 
sity. 

Until then, Parker plans for the team to 
train at the best of their ability and develop 
the trust that is so vital between athlete and 
coach. 


Stress and the college student: Mental health hazards

In our country today, everything is all 
about money. Pretty much since birth, we 
have been trained to be consumers in this big 
bad world we are living in. 

Young people today grew up watch- 
ing their parents struggle just to make ends 
meet, and they have learned that living in 
the United States is extremely difficult these 
days. 

Young college students are facing as 
much struggles with money as their parents. 
Let’s face it; college is more expensive than 
ever before. 

With the economy crashing down 
around them, how are college students cop- 
ing? 

Obviously, students enter college with a 
clean slate, but that slate gets filled up quick- 


ly. They have pressure to get good grades and 
make their parents proud. 

Their work load keeps growing and they 
struggle to get organized. Most important 
of all, they must figure out how they are 
going to make money, save money, and use it 
wisely. 

Unfortunately, the college experience 
isn't exactly what it used to be for our par- 
ents; it is very exhausting and stressful. 

Filled with anxiety, students take that 
first step in adulthood, praying that they will 
come out of it with a great career and mak- 
ing good money. 

For now, their job is to get good grades; 
however, you can’t get good grades if you 
can't even afford to keep going to college. 

Yes, there are grants, but grants only 
cover so much. Most students have to take 
out loans, which need to be paid off eventu- 


ally. 

So how much does college cost every 
year on average? 

According to CollegeBoard.com, public 
four-year colleges charge on average $7,605 
(the average surcharge for full-time out-of- 
state students at these institutions $11,990). 

Public two-year colleges cost $2,713 
per year. Lastly, private non-profit four-year 
colleges cost $27,293 per year in tuition and 
fees. 

A good question would be how is all of 
this stress affecting these students? Obviously, 
the first year in college is extremely nerve- 
racking. 

It’s a new place, and of course, the 
students want to fit in with the crowd. The 
relaxation of summer is officially over, and 
the school work starts piling up. The pressure 
is on to make a good impression with the 


professors. 

On top of this, payments are becoming 
due, so some students have to take on a part- 
time job. 

This is when students realize that “Hey, 
I’m on my own now.” 

A study from the American Psychologi- 
cal Association shows that the number of 
students on psychiatric medicines increased 
more than ten percentage points over the last 
ten years. 

Dr. Katherine Nordal from the Ameri- 
can Psychological Association pointed to a 
recent study that showed approximately one 
out of every four or five students who visit a 
university health center for a routine cold or 
sore throat turns out to have “depression.”

Sky Drive is incorporated into 
the school’s Outlook Live email. 
You may have noticed the Sky 
Drive link at the top. After you 
find it, click on it and it will bring 
you to your online storage that can 
be accessed anywhere simply by 
logging into your email. Now you 
can print your paper or download 
your presentation within minutes 
anywhere with internet access. 

. To streamline uploading the 
files from your computer you can 
download a program called Win- 
dows Live Mesh: this automati- 
cally uploads selected folders to 
the Sky Drive so you don't have to 
worry about remembering too. It’s 
just done. (To access synced files 
uploaded by Mesh you must hit 
the small “view synced folders” link 
after you hit the Sky Drive link). 

The downside to this is that 
if you have a smartphone or tablet 
there is no Microsoft made app to 
access this online storage.

If you have a Gmail account 
youre in luck, because Google has 
an online storage service called 
Goggle Doc’s. This is used by log- 
ging into your Gmail and clicking 
the documents link at the top and 
simply uploading your files. These

‘The bonus with using this 
service is that Google has made an 
app called Google Docs that you 
can download onto your smart- 
phone or tablet to access your files.

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Mountaineer’s women’s basketball team yoam Clutch is still 
picked seventh in pre-season ranking 


The Mansfield University women's 
basketball team was picked to finish 
seventh in the PSAC East this season 
according to the PSAC East Preseason 
Coaches’ Poll. 

Mansfield is picked to finish be- 
hind Bloomsburg, Millersville, West 
Chester, Kutztown, Shippensburg, and 
East Stroudsburg but ahead of Cheyney. 

Although the PSAC East head 
coaches don’t project Mansfield to be 
a playoff team, that’s not the way head 
coach Ruth Hermansen feels about her 
team’s chances. 

Hermansen thinks the 2011-12 

Mountaineers could be one of the best 
teams in her 13-year tenure. 
The veteran coach realizes that saying 
a lot, but the progress her returners 
have made since last year has Herman- 
sen thinking back to her back-to-back 
PSAC playoff teams of 2005-06 and 
2006-07. 

“We set out a challenge to be a 
better team this season and the players 
have responded,” reports Hermansen. “I 
think all the returners have improved on 
their conditioning and performance and 
their attitude has just been outstand- 
ing.” 

With 11 returners on a 14 player 
roster, Hermansen thinks that veteran 
leadership has already set a standard for 
future success. 

That veteran leadership starts with 
senior twin sisters Meredith and Mor- 
gan Hafer (Sayre/Athens) along with 
All-PSAC East senior forward and 
1,000-point scorer Mallory Moore 
(Beech Creek/Central Mountain). 

The Hafer twins have been a fix- 
ture in Mountaineer games for the past 
three seasons and both expect 2011-12 
to be their best ever. Morgan is pro- 
jected to take over the starting spot at 
point guard. A steady performer in her 
collegiate career, Morgan appeared in 
25 games last season and led the team 
in 3-point field goal percentage hitting 
42.9% of her attempts. 

Twin sister Meredith is expected to 
start at shooting guard after appearing 
in 26 games last season with nine starts. 
She was sixth on the team in scoring av- 
eraging 4.2 points per game while also 
dishing out 23 assists. 

Junior Kayla Espigh (McVeytown/ 
Lewistown) will also push for the start- 
ing nod at shooting guard. A long dis- 


tance specialist, Espigh connected on a 


solid 38.6% of her attempts beyond the 
arch in 23 games as a sophomore last 


year. 

Sisters Emma and Victoria Lacey 
(Catasauqua/Catasauqua) are both back 
this season. Emma missed all but four 
games last year with injuries but should 
be healthy for the 2011-12 campaign. 
Younger sister Victoria appeared in 12 
games at guard as a freshman last season. 
Sophomore guard Jess Bowne (Bloss- 
burg/North Penn) returns after a pro- 
ductive freshman year where she hit 
54.5% of her shots from the floor. 

Although she should expect more 
help in 2011-12, senior Mallory Moore 
will still be counted on to provide the 
punch in the Mountaineers scoring of- 
fense. The three-year starter and All- 
PSAC East selection has led the team in 
scoring in each of her first three years. 

Last season Moore ranked eighth 
in the conference in scoring averaging 
16.0 points per game and seventh in re- 
bounding at 8.3 boards per contest.

If you are not rough and 
take extra good care of your posses- 
sions these may be the budget set 
for you. They also come in White or 
Black. 

Just under $50 dollars are the 
MeElectronics HTI-21 Portable 
Headphone, unlike the M9 set 
mentioned above these are over the 
ear. They offer very good sound, 
durability and comfort for hours of 
listening. To get all of these quali- 
ties for under $50 some cost cutting 
was done in the design department, 


will an all-black design they are not 
very appealing, and sound may leak 
allowing your neighbors to overhear 
what you are listening too. These 
headphones are also not very bass 
heavy and you may want to look 


- elsewhere if you like a lot of bass. 


These are only three sugges- 
tions and there are many out there 
for any price range, so make sure 
you do your third party research be- 
fore buying anything. 

When entering the above $50 
market you start seeing products 
that can feel and sound much more 
expensive than they are. Head- 
phones with impressive sound qual- 
ity are a must when spending this 
much money on headphones. 

At under $80 the Klipsch Im- 
age S4 In-Ear Headphones offer 
impressive sound and design for 
the price. Also included are a stor- 
age box and cleaning kit. This set 
of headphones would also require 
someone who would use the case 
included for transport as the cable 
does not seem durable, These super 


comfy noise cancelling headphones 
are a super bargain considering they 
are sub-$100. 

However, if you really want to 
attract attention and want people to 
notice your headphones as you walk 
by then the $150 Monster Turbine 
In-Ear Speakers are for you. They 
offer a very unique metal design 
resembling a turbine that is sure to 
catch somt eyes. These seemingly 
expensive headphones offer excep- 
tional sound quality with thump- 
ing bass, something found in much 
more expensive models. This is the 
same company that also offers Beats 
by Dr. Dre headphones. 

The ‘midrange’ market is also 
contains a huge selection that con- 
tains some underwhelming prod- 
ucts to watch out for. 

So what if you are super eco- 
friendly? Well there is a product by 
Thinksound for you. Specifically the 
Thinksound Ts01 10’ mm Head- 
phones; these are PVC free and 
wood headphones. Yes that’s right 
wood in either Black Chocolate or 


Silver Cherry. They offer an environ- 
mentally friendly recycled package 
and a biodegradable cotton pouch 
to carry them in. These headphones 
offer an attractive design with a nice 
natural sound and a decent amount 
of bass. Retailing for $80 they are 
a bit pricey, however search amazon 
and you can buy them from Think- 
sound for $40.

He made the tough decision that 
it would be best if he stepped aside 
from his responsibilities as a student 
and an SGA member. Thornton has 
withdrawn himself from all of his 
classes, clubs and organizations for the 
rest of the semester so he can focus his 
efforts on his family and the rebuilding 
of his home. Thornton didn’t resign 
immediately when the incident 
occurred, but instead juggled classes, 
organization responsibilities, family 
and running his own business. “Tom 
didn't want this to affect his GPA 
that he has worked hard to maintain 
so he decided to stay involved,” SGA 
Treasurer, Kris Dumschat said. “He 
has done a phenomenal job, but 
eventually things catch up to you.” 

Current SGA Vice President 
Adam Simmonds, who is a senior 
Criminal Justice major, will take on 


the responsibilities as President for the 
rest of the semester until Thornton is 
back. Simmonds plans to make sure 
the day-to-day operations go as usual.

meetings and will represent the student

If Thornton doesn’t return next 
semester the SGA will ask for his 
resignation and will have a special 
election for a new President. The Vice 
President will remain Acting President 
until the election is complete. 

The SGA developed the Mountie 
Family Recovery Effort to help 
victims of the flooding disaster like 
Thornton. This effort brings students, 
faculty and staff together to help with 
the cleanup efforts in the surrounding 
communities to help families like 
Thornton's. 

“Tom has been a great President 
to work for,” Dumschat said.. “He has 
overwhelming support from SGA and 
students around the campus.”

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US Secretary of Ed. (incredibly relevant) speech on cost of Higher Ed 


US Secretary of Education, Arne Duncan 
on the Containing the Cost of College 
and Student Debt. 


Las Vegas, Nev. — My chief message 
today is a sobering one. I want to ask 
you, and the entire higher education 
community, to look ahead and start 
thinking more creatively--and with 
much greater urgency--about how to 
contain the spiraling costs of college 


and reduce the burden of student debt ° 


on our nation’s students. 

The [Obama] Administration has 
taken a number of important steps to 
reduce the net price that students and 
families have to pay to attend college 
and the amount of student debt that 
individuals take on. Over the last de- 
cade, the net price of college has risen 
nearly six percent a year, after inflation. 
Yet in the last three years--thanks 
largely to a dramatic expansion in 
federal aid and tax credits--net tuition 
and fees paid by students at two-year 
institutions and non-profit four-year 
institutions have actually declined in 
real terms. 

That progress is an encourag- 
ing sign. But I believe that we, as a 
department, can do much more to help 
contain the price tag of college and. 
reduce individual student debt. And I 
believe that postsecondary institutions 
and states also have yet to truly tackle 
the cost containment challenge in a 
comprehensive and sustainable fashion. 

This is not just a job for any single 
stakeholder--though you must be part 
of the solution. The truth is that this is 
a collective challenge, and a test of our 
commitment to the American ideal of 
education as the great equalizer. As Presi- 
dent Obama says, “In the United States 
of America, no one should go broke 
because they chose to go to college.” 

I’m aware that there are no simple 
solutions, no silver bullets here. But the 
difficulty of reducing the price of col- 
lege and student debt cannot become a 
discussion-ending excuse for inaction. 

Containing the cost of college and 
student debt will always be some of the 
most controversial and thankless work 
in all of higher education. There are no 
ribbon-cutting ceremonies and named 
chairs for college leaders who increase 
productivity and efficiency on their 
campus. There is no award banquet for 
the college president who does more 
with less. 

~ Now, there are some who will 
tell you that controlling college prices 
and student debt is higher education's 
Mission Impossible. They point to the 
so-called Iron Triangle of Higher Edu- 
cation. Nearly every college president 
and governing board seeks to simul- 


. taneously improve quality, increase 


access, and yet constrain costs. 

It’s true that these three sides of 
the iron triangle—quality, access, and 
cost—sometimes seem like mutually - 


conflicting choices. Elevating qual- 

ity can raise costs. Expanding access 
can also raise costs because additional 
services and assistance to students may 
be necessary. And reducing costs might 
impair both quality and access. 

Yet I don’t believe that this chal- 
lenge is higher education's Mission 
Impossible. I want to encourage you 
to take back to your campuses the idea 
that productivity and accountability are 
reform tools that can help postsec- 
ondary institutions break out of the” 
trap of the iron triangle. With higher 
productivity and better accountability, 
institutions of higher education can 
boost quality and access and constrain 
costs, all at the same time. 

In the era of the knowledge econ- 
omy, the urgency of controlling college 
costs is not at odds with the urgency 
of increasing college attainment. Both 
goals are necessary if society is to do all 
it can to help more Americans succeed 
and thrive in the global job market. 

The contours of today’s cost and 
price challenge are no secret. Three in 
four Americans now say that college is 
too expensive for most people to afford. 
That belief is even stronger among 
young adults--three-fourths of whom 
believe that graduates today have more 
debt that they can manage. 

Those concerns reflect a changing 
economy in which college has become 
ever more important-and ever more 
expensive. From 1995 to 2007, the net 
price of college for full-time undergradu- 
ates--after adjusting for inflation—-rose 48 
percent at for-profit schools, 26 percent 
at public two-year institutions, and 20 
percent at public four-year institutions. 

As you know, state spending on 
higher education is one of the biggest 
drivers of tuition growth at public 
institutions. When states confront major 
budget shortfalls, as they are today, they 
typically cut public higher education 
funding to meet the state's balanced 
budget requirements. Public IHEs, 
which three in four college students 
attend, then hike their tuitions to make 
up for the reduction in state funding. 

As a result of tuition growth, 
college seniors with student loans now 
graduate with an average of more than 
$25,000 in debt. 

Despite this increase in student 
debt, no one questions that student 
loans are an important tool and a vital 
investment for students and the nation. 
Students with bachelor’s degrees, for 
example, are now projected, on aver- 
age, to earn about one million dollars 
more over their lifetime than students 
with only a high school diploma. 

Yet, there is also little doubt that 
for too many students and families, 
the cost of college is a serious and 
growing problem. 

These financial pressures, including 
the burden of defaulting, are not just 
numbers on a notice or a bill. They have 


lasting implications in the lives of our 
young adults. And, left unchecked, they - 
pose a grave challenge to the promise of 
equal opportunity in America. 

Think of the single mom who has 
trouble buying the car she needs to go to 
work or to take the kids to school. Think 
of the young man who is out-of-work, 
and draining his meager savings to pay 
off his college bills, while living with his 
parents. And for students who default 
on their loans, the consequences are even 
more painful. A default may mean they 
cannot buy a home, rent an apartment, 
and, in some cases, even get a job. 

While Income Based Repayment 
and our Pay as You Earn proposal will 
help make student loan debt more 
manageable and provide an alternative to 
loan default, high levels of debt with long 
repayment periods can still sharply limit 
opportunities years after graduating. 

Reducing student debt is not an 
abstract cause for President Obama 
and the First Lady. Neither of them 
were children of privilege. By the time 
they graduated from law school and 
married, they had $120,000 of debt be- 
tween them. As the president says, “we 
combined--and got poorer together.” 

It took them almost a decade to 
pay off all their student debt. In fact, 
they paid more a month for their stu- 
dent loans than for their mortgage. And 
the President says he has never forgotten 
the craziness of paying off multiple loans 
with different terms to five different loan 
agencies each month. He knows there 
has to be a better way. And that’s why he 
recently announced steps to consolidate 
loans for split borrowers. 

The President also knows that if 
it wasn't for the tremendous progress 
we've made in expanding access and 
making college more affordable, our 
cost and debt problems today would be 
even worse. A decade ago, the federal 
government provided a third of under- 
graduate grant aid. Today, we provide 
half of all undergraduate grant aid. 

In the last three years alone, the 
number of Pell Grant recipients en- 
rolled in college has jumped by almost 
half, from 6.2 million to roughly nine 
million. In the same time frame, the 
value of total grant aid and federal 
loans per student increased by about 30 
percent in inflation-adjust dollars. 

The underappreciated changes to 
the American Opportunity Tax Credit 
made in 2009 also led to a huge jump 
in tax credit and tuition deductions of 
more than 80 percent per qualified stu- 
dent. And we have seen a remarkable 
increase in FASFA applications, which 
have shot up almost 50 percent since 
2008, thanks in part to our simplifica- 
tion of the FASFA. 

All told, federal support for 
increased college access has expanded 
more in the last three years than at any 
period since the years following the 
passage of the GI bill. 
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I know many of you are wor- 
ried about the budget situation in 
Washington in the aftermath of the 
Supercommittee’s inability to reach a 
budget agreement. 

Irs still too early to know whether 
this will actually result in automatic se- 
questrations in 2013 or not, or whether 
sequestration would affect higher educa- 
tion budgets. But do know that I am ab- 
solutely committed to working as hard 


. as possible to obtain the funding needed 


to sustain the Pell Grant program. 

As I mentioned earlier, and as Jim 
Manning discussed, I can't applaud 
enough your accomplishments in ex- 
panding college access and affordability. 

Yet the question remains: Why 
has this tremendous expansion in stu- 
dent aid not been matched by equally 
dramatic progress in containing college 
costs and student debt? 

Part of the explanation has to 
be that the higher education system 
provides few, long-term incentives to 
control student costs and debt. In tight 
times, states have little incentive to 
insist on efficiency because they know 
public colleges and universities can ul- 


- timately charge higher tuition and fees 


to make up for reduced state funding. 

Too many universities today 
actually have a perverse incentive to 
invest in expensive non-academic perks 
to drive rankings and attract students, 
like building gilded athletic centers and 
residential dorms. The New York Times 
calls the phenomenon “Jacuzzi U.” 
Forbes magazine asked recently, only 
half-jokingly, “Can a university be great 
without a rock-climbing wall?” 

In the face of an economic 
downturn, many universities have tra- 
ditionally battened down the hatches, 
freezing hiring or putting new facilities 
on hold. But as Ben Wildavsky and 
his colleagues point out in their book 
Rethinking Higher Education, most 
postsecondary institutions have largely 
failed to undertake a “fundamental 
rethinking of faculty roles, use of tech- 
nology, and student-learning measures 
... [which] should be the hallmark of 
serious campus reform efforts.” 

I would be the first to admit that 
reimagining how higher education 
organizes and delivers instruction, and 
assesses learning, is a large challenge. 

It is not easy to reduce the mis- 
sion creep that drives many college 
leaders to maintain the institutional 
status quo, no matter how outdated it 
may be. President Woodrow Wilson, 
who also served as the president of 
Princeton University, once reportedly 
joked that “changing a curriculum is 
like moving a graveyard—you never 
know how many friends the dead have 
until you try to move them.” 

So, in the time I have left, I'd like 
to talk for a few minutes about steps 
that the federal government, states, 
communities, and institutions of higher 
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education can take to contain col- 
lege costs and student debt--while still 
expanding access and improving quality. 

At the federal level, we're seeking 
to follow three simple principles. 

First, we want to help Americans 
better manage student loan debt, cap- 
ping monthly payments to what people 
can afford. We call it our “Pay as you 
Earn” proposal because it builds on our 
existing income-based repayment plan. 

Second, we want to ensure that 
students “Know Before They Owe” the 
financial implications of a loan by in- 
creasing the transparency of loan costs 
and grant requirements. 

And finally, by gathering informa- 
tion on whether for-profit and other 
colleges are preparing students for gain- 
ful employment, we want to encourage 
students to pursue a college education 
and achieve success in the job market, 
without being saddled with unmanage- 
able debt on a federal student loan. 

Some of this is little more than 
common-sense. By contrast, pro- 
spective students today often receive 
jargon-laden financial aid award letters 
that make it hard to compare financial 
aid offers side-by-side. Information 
about the total debt, interest, and 
monthly payments of student loans can 
be unclear--or not included at all. 

That's why our department 
has teamed up with the Consumer 
Financial Protection Bureau to create a 
financial aid shopping sheet, or model 
disclosure form. Colleges can use it to 
help students understand and compare 
the type and amount of aid in different 
aid packages. 

College prices should be far more 
transparent than they are today--both 
to help students make smart decisions 


- and to help them avoid getting loaded 


down with unsustainable debt. 

That's one reason why Congress 
has required—and the Department has 
started posting—annual tuition watch 
lists that show which colleges have 
the highest and lowest tuition and net 
prices. And it’s why colleges are now 
required to post net price calculators on 
their website—to help students figure 
out the real costs of college, after taking 
account of aid, and to avoid confusion 
over misleading sticker prices. 

It similarly makes sense to reduce 
monthly payments to what students 
can afford, given the difficulties that 
large amounts of debt can create for 
students and their families. 

The administration’s new repay- 
ment proposal, called the Pay as you 
Earn plan, builds on the IBR changes. 
It will give about 1.6 million students 
the ability to cap their loan payments 
at 10 percent of their discretionary 
income beginning next year. And it 
would forgive the balance of their debt 
after 20 years of payments, instead of 
after 25 years.

Loeschke said Obama asked 
her about returning to her alma 
mater to become president “which 
I thought was incredibly gracious.” 
She laughed when recounting how 
President Obama said, “after you 
Madame President” as they entered 


the arena and how humbling and 
exhilarating it was to hear the band 
play Hail to the Chief as he walked 
in. 

“Tr was also incredible to watch 
this man who carries the weight of 
the world on his shoulders, spend 
time with family and with oth- 
ers, relax a little and just watch his 
brother-in-law coach a basketball 
game and enjoy it,” she said. 

Loeschke assumes the Towson 
presidency on January 1. Her last 
day at Mansfield will be Fall Com- 


mencement on December 17.

In practical terms, those 
1.6 million Americans could see 
their loan payments go down by 
hundreds of dollars a month. And 
for those borrowers who enter 
lower-paying but critical public 
service careers--including teachers- 
-remaining loan balances will be 
forgiven after 10 years of repay- 
ment. 

In the higher education com- 
munity, visionary leaders are also 
taking steps to control college costs 
and net price. They are radically 
redesigning courses, and making 
smarter use of technology and 
curriculum to cut costs, while ac- 
celerating learning. 

Dozens of colleges and uni- 
versities have either cut or frozen 
tuition, or provide a four-year 
graduation guarantee, where the 
college agrees to cover the cost of 
the extra time it takes a full-time 
student to graduate. 

The University of Oregon in 
Eugene launched PathwayOregon 
in 2008. It guarantees that quali- 
fied Oregonians from low-income 
families can attend the university 
tuition-free. Next year, Duquesne 
University in Pittsburgh is offering 
a 50 percent discount on tuition 

and fees for all freshmen who enroll 
in the school of education. 

At the University of Charles- 
ton in West Virginia, university 
president Edwin Welch is looking 
to accelerate the time to a degree 
while still containing costs. Already, 
more than a fourth of students who 
come to school as freshmen and 
stay through graduation complete 


their degrees in fewer than four 
years. Next year, tuition for incom- 
ing freshman and transfer students 
will be cut 22 percent. 

In Florida, all public colleges 
are now required to provide a fixed 
four-year tuition rate for up to 30 
credits per year. And in Ohio, Ohio 
State University froze tuition for 
state residents from 2007 to 2009. 

Even more ambitious are 
efforts to boost productivity and 
learning by redesigning courses and 
reimagining the use of technology 
in the classroom. 

That kind of innovation 
requires looking beyond traditional 
institutional silos-and the ability 
to anticipate the educational needs 
of the future. 

As Henry Ford once said, 

“if I'd asked customers what they 
wanted, they would have told me 
a faster horse.” To truly contain 
the cost of college while expanding 
success, higher education doesn't 
need a faster horse—it needs the 
educational Ferrari of the future. 

To give one example, the 
century-old practice of awarding 
degrees based on seat time in a 
classroom, rather than on demon- 
strated competence, is now at odds 
with a world in which the Internet 
offers perpetual opportunities for 
learning. 

That is the theory of Western 
Governors University, founded 
by governors in 19 western states 
in 1999. WGU is an affordable 
online, non-profit institution that 
measures the success of its 29,000 
students--most of them working 
adults--not by credit hours but by 


demonstrated mastery of a subject, 
whether it is information technol- 
ogy, nursing, a field of business, 
and preparation to teach. 

Or consider the possibilities 
for course and curriculum redesign, 
including the tremendous potential 
of high-quality, open educational 
resources. 

The National Center for 
Academic Transformation has 
evaluated and pioneered the rede- 
sign of high-enrollment courses 
at more than 100 institutions. Its 
first round of course redesigns at 
30 institutions reduced the cost of 
courses by almost 40 percent com- 
pared to traditional courses—while 
improving student learning and 
retention. 

Working with faculty, NCAT 
helped to redesign whole courses, 
not single classes. And they intro- 
duced innovative uses of instruc- 
tional software and Web-based 
learning resources to assure that 
students mastered specific learning 
goals. 

NCAT'’s transformational 
initiatives are very much in keeping 
with the Department's open edu- 
cational resources initiative. With 
the Department of Labor, we are 
supporting displaced workers by 
providing community colleges with 
funding to develop up to two bil- 
lion dollars of high-quality, online 
instructional materials available to 
anyone in the world for free. 

Open educational resources 
are just beginning to spread. South 
Korea, the world leader in college 
attainment, is planning to digitize 
its textbooks by 2015. Here at 


home, the Washington State Board 
for Community and Technical Col- 
leges has launched an Open Course 
Library that provides curricular 
resources for the state’s 42 courses 
with the highest enrollment. 

In the long run, open educa- 
tional resources have the potential 
to be the biggest equalizer of access 
to cutting-edge knowledge and in- 
formation since the creation of the 
public library. And they have the 
potential to not only accelerate and 
personalize learning, but to reduce 
costs at the same time. 

In fact, in Carnegie Mellon's 
rigorously evaluated online statis- 
tics course, students learned a full 
semester's worth of material in half 
as much time--and performed as 
well or better than students learn- 
ing from traditional instruction. 

At four-year colleges, students 
today spend about $1,100 a year 
on textbooks—just think of the 
cost savings if all or most of their 
textbooks were free. 

States are also beginning to 
take on the challenge of accel- 
erating attainment and contain- 
ing costs as a statewide mission. 
Nationwide, 26 states have set 
goals for the educational attain- 
ment of the adult population. And 
a number of state strategic plans 
include language about contain- 
ing college costs. We've released a 
college completion toolkit that lays 
out steps States can take to improve 
their college attainment rates and 
reduce costs. 

I was recently in Oregon, . 
where they have set a goal that 40 
percent of Oregonians will have 


a bachelor’s degree or higher by 
2025, and another 40 percent 

will have an associates’ degree or 
certificate. To be on par with the 
nations with the highest attainment 
rate, Oregon projects that its public 
institutions will need to increase its 
annual production of associate and 
bachelor’s degrees by 66 percent. 

In Colorado, all institutions of 
higher education must publish in- 
dividual performance contracts that 
support the state’s strategic plan, 
and funding is based on achieving 
those goals. 

I think the goals for improv- 
ing graduation rates at individual 
institutions are too modest in 
Colorado. But institutions like the 
University of Colorado at Boulder 
have set-—and met—the goal that 
low-income resident, first-time, 
full-time students, will receive 
grant and work study financial aid 
to cover 100 percent of tuition, 
fees, and books and be debt-free. 

The truth is that every State 
and institution of higher education 
should be spelling out ambitious 
but achievable goals to substantially 
boost completion and control the 
growth in college costs. 

Earlier this month, I was in 
Louisville, Kentucky. They have 
formed a great community-wide 
coalition called 55,000 Degrees 
that includes the mayor, leading 
business figures, and educators. 
They have set an explicit goal of 
producing an additional 55,000 
college degrees in Jefferson County
